St. Paul, July 10.—"Unless certain 
adjustments 
soon are made in the 
educational system, the public schools 
of America will lose'their hold in our 
civilization and continue to exist only 
as a decaying institution." 
This was the declaration of J. H 
Francis, superintendent 
of schools 
Los Angeles, California, in an address 
before the annual convention of the 
National 
Educational 
Association 


which closed its week's session to- 
day. 


Have Right to Freedom 
"Every child has a right to freedom 
in the pursuit of, its normal develop- 
ments, free from mental, religious, po- 
litical and financial exhortation on the 
part of those stronger than himself,' 
Mr. Francis said. 
"Quiet 
opposition of powerful or- 
ganizations toward any change lead- 
ing to 
greater 
independence ol 
thought or freedom is one of the men- 
acing difficulties facing those who 
would institute a system of schools to 
meet the need of the child." 
Henry F. Cope of Chicago, speak 
ing before the religious educational 
association, of which he is genera- 
secretary, said the "present education 
for the teaching of religion in the 
public schools is based on three mis 
apprehensions, as follpwsi, - 
Religious Education. 
"First, that the state may properly 
teach religion; second, that religion 
can be taught as 
mathematics an< 
any other subject can, and third, tha 
teaching religion would solve a:' "-

MME. CAILLAUX HAS 


NO FEAR OF RESULT 


Slayer of Pari» Editor Confident of 


Acquittal As Case Starts 


Today. 


[BT ASSOC1ATKD PBESS.] 


Paris, July 10.—Mme. Caillaux re- 
mained conlident of acquittal as her 
murder trial began today. 
With the preparations for her de- 


fense completed, Mme. Henriette Cail- 
laux, slayer of Gaston Calmette, for- 
mer editor of the Paris Figaro, is con- 
fident of victory. 
Her husband, Joseph Caillaux, for- 
mer minister of finance, is so san- 
guine that she will be freed that he 
s quoted as having recently declared: 
'Mme. Caillaux will be acquitted in 
July and in November I shall re-enter 
:he ministry." 
The cold-blooded assassination of 
Calmette by Mme. Caillaux last March 
created a tremendous sensation in 
France and throughout Europe. The 
delberate character of the deed and 
the prominence of the principals made 
the 
incident more sensational than 
anything that had occurred in Europe 
in recent years. 
While public feeling in France was 
at first against the slayer, her apolo- 
gists soon came to the front, and even 
went so far as to say that her act was 
justified. In the preliminary examina- 
ion she expressed regret that she had 
jilled 
the editor, and declared she 
merely intended' warning him. 
"I was afraid he would carry his 
attacks so far," she said, "that my 
husband would take it upon himselt 
o kill him. I did not want such a 
hing to happen." 
Newspaper Articles Bitter- 
The published attacks in Le Figaro 
had been carried on for some months 
ind each article became more poig- 
nant. The trouble started when Cal- 
mette began a systematic campaign 
against the finance minister in an ef- 
ort to prevent the passage of an in- 
come tax law. Caillaux was the real 
orce in the cabinet, and as he had 
•Hedged himself to the levying of an 
ncome tax Calmette and the interests 
he represented did their T)est to dis- 
credit him and bring about the fall of 
he cabinet. 
He was accused in Le! 
Figaro of various acts of gross politi- 
cal corruption, but when these attacks 
ailed, Calmette made his charges 
more personal.

commissioner 
of Milwaukee,

force the tuberculin test ordinance in 
face of an alleged boycott by farmers. 
He declared 
that Dr. 
Ituhland 
is 
merely (loins his 
duty 
as any con- 


sclenious official should do. 
"It is to the farmers' own interest 
to test their cows," 
continued 
the 
state veterinarian. "Nothing will ab- 
sorb dirt and heat germs faster than 
milk. It is a product peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to contamination by outside 
forcfis and is not calculated 
to 
be 
handled and used 
in its 
raw state. 
Very few up-to-date farms today care 
tt> have their high-priced calves drink 
any milk hut that from tested cows. 
It is evident, therefore, 
that babies, 
to say nothing of other precious lives, 
should lie fed on 
milk at 
least 
as 
pure as (hat we feed our calves." 
Dr. Kliason was of the belinf that 
the milk light now engaging Milwau- 
kee is directed hy a few unscrupulous 
dealers and is not backed by a great 
prouoHion of the farmers. 
The state 
veterinarian says that 
at the Omaha meeting the two chief 
topics were control of 
tuberculosis 
and hop cholera. Other middle west- 
ern states have 
more hog 
cholera 
that Wisconsin, 
principally because 
they have 
more 
hogs. There 
are 
several outbreaks in Wisconsin. Some 
have been reported in counties on the 
western border in the vicinity of St. 
Paul, one from Door county, and one 
from Dane county.

HOW 
TO 
MAKE 
A 
FIRELESS 


COOKER. 


In all the talk that fireless cooking 


has recently created throughout the 
country, there has been little or no 
mention of the fact that the principle- 
has been known• almost as long 'as 
cooking Itself, and that its applica- 
tion Is within the reach of every 
household. Every woman who wraps 
a bottle of water in a flannel in or- 
der to keep it hot uses the principle, 
and everyone who has a kettle and 
a box big enough to put it In, can 
make a fireless Cooker. Its use means 
less fuel burned and more liberty for 
the housewife. 


Fireless cooking is a convenient but 


inaccurate term. It does not mean that 
one can cook without fire, but that 
one can cook with less fire. The 
food has first to. be well heated in 
the ordinary way. It is then so <hor- 
oughly protected that the heat does 
not escape for' a long time. In con- 
sequence the food continues to cook, 
long after the fire is out in the range 
and the housewife gone about her 
other affairs. 


There are many good flreless cook- 


era—or to speak more accurately, 
cooking boxes—on the market, but it 
is quite possible to make one instead 
of buying it. 
The first necessity is 


the kettle to hold the food. The siz<! 
of this naturally determines the size 
of the box in which it ia to be placed. 
Between the kettle and the sides of 
the box there should be plenty of room 
for the packing which prevents the 
heat from escaping. 
For example, a 


shoe box measuring 15 by 13 by 28 
inches is perhaps as easily obtained 
as any other kind. 
This may be di- 


vided Into two compartments each 
holding a kettle capable of containing 
six or eight quarts. In general, it may 
be said that for a kettle of this size, 
the box should measure about fifteen 
inches every way. 


The question of the material to be 


used in packing the space between 
the kettle and the box is an Impor- 
tant one. 
Asbestos and mineral wool 


are undoubtedly excellent, but they 
are also undoubtedly expensive. Sat- 
isfactory substitutes can be had at 
litvle or no cost. After experiment- 
ing with hay, excelsior, ground cork 
and paper, investigators 
from tho 


United States department of agricul- 
ture decided that crumpled paper was 
the most practical. It not only holds 
the heat well, but Is clean and odor- 
less, and does not require a cloth, 
lining for the box*. 
Single sheets of 


newspaper should be crushed between 
the hands and then pounded down 
until there Is a layer at least two 
Inches deep over the bottom of the 
box. 
Then the 
kettle 
should bo 


placed in tho center and crushed pa- 
per packed as solidly as possible all 
around it, a vacant space about two 
Inches high being left at the top of the 
box. 
For this space a cushion of 


some heavy goods like denim and 
stuffed with paper or excelsior must 
be provided. If the packing is done 
carefully and solidly, the "nest" will 
keep its shape and the kettle can be 
removed and replaced without trouble. 


The box itself should have a hinged: 


cover fastened down securely in front 
by some kind of clasp. An ordinary 
clamp window fastener answers this 
purpose 
admirably. 
In 
order 
to 


get the best results the kettles or 
other utonsils should have straight 
sides and flat covers with deep rims 
shutting welt down, but this is not 
indispensable. 
It should be remem- 


bered; however, that every little thing, 
no matter how trivial It may seem, 
which aids in retaining the heat ia 
an advantage. 


It is obvious that the "fireless cook- 


er" is better fitted for long, slow 
cooking than for articles that need 
a hot fire. It does particularly well, 
therefore, with cereals and soups— 
and soup is a valuable addition to 
one's diet too much neglected' in this 
country. 
' Another advantage which the box 
possesses springs from the fact that 
the protracted cooking which it make3 
feasible does much to render the 
cheaper and tougher cuts of meat as ; 
palatable as the more expensive. There ' 
is, in fact, no doubt that with a little 
forethought and experience, a skilful 
cook can save fuel and time by "fire- 
less crocking."
